Obamas, Chicagoans heed 
call for community service

WASHINGTON At the dawn of a new era in race and 
politics, President-elect Obama practiced the age-old 
virtue of service on Monday and summoned memories 
of the Rev Martin Luther King Jr. “Everyone’s got to 
be involved,” said the man in line to become the first 
black chief executive. 

“Tomorrow we will come together as one people on 
the same Mall where Dr. King’s dream echoes still,” 
said Obama, who takes the oath of office at ii a.m. 

Tuesday 

Obama issued a statement declaring, “King’s was a 
life lived in loving service to others. As we honor that 
legacy, it’s not a day just to pause and reflect— it’s a day 
to act.” 

The president-elect’s motorcade headed for the Sasha 
Bruce House, a facility for homeless teens, where he 
grabbed a paint roller and helped volunteers who were 
fixing up rooms. 

“We can’t allow any idle hands,” he said. “Everybody’s 
got to be involved.” 

Later, Obama joined his wife at a high school where 
they greeted 300 volunteers who were writing letters 
to U.S. troops and doing other volunteer work. 

In Atlanta, at the church where King preached, 

Obama’s impending inauguration resonated heavily 

But there is still work to be done. King’s nephew 
told a large crowd Monday Isaac Newton Earris told 
the jubilant crowd on what would have been King’s 
80th birthday, “There is definitely a spiritual connec- 
tion between these two events.” 

Earris cautioned that as long as disparities persist 
in health care, education and economics. King’s work 
remains undone. 

“The dream was not about an individual or any race 
of people attaining power,” Earris said. “It was a human 
dream.”

At the University of Chicago Medical 
Center, more than 200 colorful knit hats 
made by a national group called Knitters 
for Obama and hospital employees were 
handed out to cancer treatment patients. 
The 4,000 -member group was started in 
support of Obama’s presidential campaign, 
said Chicagoan Kristen Rengren, one of the 
group’s founders. 

“Eor a lot of people, this is their first 
time doing public service,” Rengren said. 
“I think that’s one of the great things about 
Obama— that he’s inspired people to do 
service for the first time.” 

City Tear, a non-profit group that 
enlists young people for a year of full-time 
community service, decided to lend a helping 
hand Monday to Sherwood Elementary 
School in Englewood.

Study: Women have the need to feed

Eaced with their favorite foods, women are less able 
than men to suppress their hunger, a discovery that 
may help explain the higher obesity rate for females, 
a new study suggests. 

Gene-Jack Wang of Brookhaven National 
Laboratory and colleagues were trying to figure out 
why some overeat and gain weight while others don’t. 
They performed brain scans on 13 women and 


10 men, who had fasted overnight, to determine how 
their brains responded to the sight of their favorite 
foods. In the study, participants were quizzed about 
their favorite foods and then asked to fast overnight. 

The next day they underwent brain scans while 
being presented with their favorite foods. In addi- 
tion, they used a technique called cognitive inhi- 
bition, which they had been taught, to suppress 
thoughts of hunger and eating. 


While both men and women said the inhibition 
technique decreased their hunger, the brain scans 
showed that men’s brain activity actually decreased, 
while the part of women’s brains that responds to 
food remained active. 

“Even though the women said they were less hun- 
gry when trying to inhibit their response to the food, 
their brains were still firing away in the regions that 
control the drive to eat,” Wang said.

PASS OR FAIL South Sider April Lawson recently called me about 
something fishy with fare card prices, Lawson, 40, wanted to pur- 
chase a 7-day pass from a Currency Exchange at 7349 S, Racine Ave, 
The location stiH stocked passes from last year, which cost $20, but 
the outlet was selling them for the 2009 rate of $23, Lawson said, 

“It just didn’t make sense that there was one price on the pass, but 
they were asking me to pay a higher amount,” Lawson said, “Is that 
allowed?” 

Not so much, ‘AH currency exchanges and other outlets seUing 
CTA fare media are directed to sell the fare media at face value,” 
CTA spokeswoman Wknda Taylor told me, “The Currency Exchange 
acknowledged misunderstanding when the passes were to be 
increased and has indicated refunds will be given to customers who 
purchased 2008 passes for $23 and still have a receipt,”

FARE PLAY A Ravenswood rider hit “Going Public” with a question 
that came across like a grade-school word problem, (Bear with me if 
you hated math class,) Jason Patterson, 30, pays $2,25 when he takes 
the No, ii-Lincoln bus and boards the Brown Line at the Western stop 
to commute to work. On the way back, Patterson pays $2,50 when he 
takes the Brown Line to the No, ii. 

Question: Why does Patterson pay a quarter more when he 
reverses his commute? 

OK, pencils down, Patterson pays more because the bus costs 
less than the train, “The difference in the cost is due to the capital 
expense of maintaining a rail infrastructure— stations, tunnels, 
tracks, trains and rail yards,” Taylor said, “Whereas for the buses, 
there are only the actual buses and garages to maintain,” 

Last year, Taylor noted, a customer using a transit card paid $1,75 
on the bus and $2 on the train.

Waiting for Obama

It probably will be the most widely watched 
address ever delivered, one that will draw mil- 
lions of Americans and billions around the 
globe together— to savor the moment and the 
message of one man at one memorable turning 
point in American history. 

And that makes the inaugural address of 
Barack Obama, to be delivered Tuesday, more 
than merely a ceremonial occasion of state. It 
represents the biggest challenge yet for a political 
leader whose eloquence has been essential in his 
unlikely rise to become leader of the free world. 
The test: to not only master the present, but 
to meet the standards of those who have stood 
before him in the same place, to deliver a soar- 
ing sermon for the ages and at the same time 
to address the precise set of daunting circum- 
stances now facing the nation. 

In an interview aired Sunday on ABC's 
“This ^)C^ek,'' David Axelrod, Obama's senior 
adviser, said the speech would be consistent 
with the themes that Obama has emphasized 
throughout the campaign, 

“I don't think you're going to be surprised by 
what you hear,” he said, “I think he's going to 


talk about where we are as a country but also 
who we are as a people and what responsibili- 
ties accrue to us as a result of that, and what we 
have to do to move forward,” 

What was evident in Washington on Monday 
was that throngs of ordinary Americans giddi- 
ly awaited Obama's words. They transformed 
Washington's streets into a giant pre-party 
stretching from the overflowing inbound 
trains at Union Station to the banks of the 
iced-over Potomac, 

Homeowners tacked bunting to their porch- 
es, high school cheerleaders composed special 
chants for the new president, and a boys' choir 
from Kenya wowed a street-corner crowd with 
an impromptu concert, 

“This is going to be part of our family's histo- 
ry,” said Ian Pearce of Brooklyn, who explored 
the Capitol grounds with his 8 -year-old son 
and other family members, “It will be passed 
on from generation to generation,” 

The day was not without its annoyances— 
sure to multiply exponentially on Tuesday 
Commuters unfamiliar with the local Metro 
system queued up in long lines to buy fare 
cards. Street closures spread virally Parking 


garage rates spiked overnight to $25, 

Baggage-toting throngs arriving at Union 
Station found it easier to find souvenirs than 
taxis, prompting some travelers to head out on 
long slogs by foot to their hotels— if they were 
lucky enough to have a room. Those cabbies 
who could get through the congestion could 
only shake their heads, 

“I have never seen such a mess,” muttered 
one, “I'm staying home tomorrow” 

As for Obama, well, he won't be staying in. 
On Monday night he was stopping by dinners 
saluting his vice president, Joe Biden, and 
two Republican stalwarts: former Secretary 
of State Colin Powell and Sen, John McCain 
of Arizona, the man Obama defeated last 
November to win the White House, 

He began his day with a visit to Walter Reed 
Army Medical Center, where he visited 14 
veterans injured in Iraq and Afghanistan, On 
Tuesday morning, he and his wife, Michelle, 
win meet President Bush and First Lady Laura 
Bush at the White House, By the time Obama 
returns at mid-afternoon, he will be the

Chase 
closing 
57 WaMu 
branches 

JPMorgan Chase plans to close 
57 Washington Mutual branches 
in the Chicago area by March 24 
as part of its recent acquisition 
of the failed thrift that has 117 
branches here. 

Chase, which along with Bank 
of America is one of the mar- 
ket’s two biggest banks, has 327 
Chicago-area branches, so it’ll 
have 387 branches in the Chicago 
area after the consolidation with 
WaMu. 

WaMu’s systems will be con- 
verted to Chase systems this 
summer. At that point, more 
branches could close, a Chase 
spokesman said. 

“There may be further con- 
solidations after the conversions 
in the summer, but that’s where 
we’re at now,” the spokesman 
said. 

Only a “small number” of 
WaMu workers at the 57 branches 
are likely to lose their jobs; many 
will be shifted to Chase or WaMu 
branches that remain open. 

Remaining WaMu branches 
eventually will be rebranded 
Chase. 


Mom charged with child endangerment 


A mother accused of throwing a car seat 
containing her infant daughter against a wall 
during a quarrel was charged with felony child 
endangerment and domestic battery, authori- 
ties said Monday 

Rosemary Smith also was charged with 
another count of child endangerment after 
an older child reported she had been hit by 
her mother with a hanger a few days earlier, 
authorities said. 

Smith, 31, of the 1400 block of North 
Talman Avenue was held Monday in lieu of 


$100,000 bail. 

Authorities said Smith and the father of 
her 4-month-old girl were arguing in their 
bedroom Friday when Smith picked up the 
child as she was seated in the car seat. 

Smith flung the car seat against the wall 
and then began to shake the car seat. Asst. 
State’s Atty Mary Pat Devereux said in 
court. 

The father as well Smith’s former boy- 
friend, who also lives in the residence, wrested 
the child away from Smith, Devereux said. 


Smith then chased the father of the infant 
out of the home, throwing boots at him 
and breaking a window on his vehicle, she 
said. 

The police were called, and the infant was 
taken to the hospital with minor injuries. 

During the investigation, an 8 -year-old 
daughter told authorities Smith struck her 
on the arm with a coat hanger several days 
earlier, Devereux said. 

Doctors noted two bruises on her arm con- 
sistent with that kind of injury, she said.

It has been more than lo years, but Oprah Winfrey 
is still chafing over the time her fitness guru denied her 
a single glass of celebratory cham- 
pagne. 

“It was the Emmys,” Winfrey 
recalled last week in a Webcast, 
her voice rising with traces of 
resentment. “I had just gotten the 
lifetime achievement award. 'Yeah, 
yeah!” 

“'You had just signed a contract 
with me, no alcohol,” retorted 
her trainer. Bob Greene, who has 
overseen her diet and exercise regi- 
men since 1992. ‘And you had said, 

‘Can’t I get out of it?’ ” 

On the surface, Greene was 
making a point about honoring 
commitments to yourself But 
given recent headlines— and the 
apparent tension between the 
two— it was hard not to hear 
a deeper message: This is not 
my fault. 

Those headlines involve 
Winfrey’s recent weight 
gain. She kicked off 2009 
by disclosing the fact that 
she once again had hit 200 
pounds. 

“I can’t believe I’m still 
talking about weight,” 

Winfrey told her talk show 
audience on Jan. 5. 

She is not the only one reel- 
ing. Just as Winfrey was making 
her announcement, Greene’s 
^B new book, “The Best Life Diet 
^ Cookbook,” and the second edi- 
■ tion of his earlier “The Best Life 
m Diet,” were hitting shelves. 

I Greene is now trying to promote his diet books as the 

I whole world marvels over how much weight his star cli- 
* ent has gained. But like the loyal Oprah disciple he is. 


GREENE’S GREEN 

Bob Greene’s fitness empire 
includes not just diet books and 
fitness videos but endorsement 
deals with a raft of food brands, 
from Lean Cuisine and Slim-Fast 
to Hellmann’s and Hershey’s. He 
has made so much money from 
his “Best Life” franchise and his 
“Best Life Seal of Approval” that 
he no longer even charges Oprah 
Winfrey for his services. He says 
that his association with her is 
worth more than any fee. 


Greene is not complaining. 

“It doesn’t bother me in the least,” he 
said in a telephone interview from his 
Chicago hotel room 
just hours before 
the Webcast. 

“Everyone knows 
she follows my plan, 
but when she doesn’t, 
she gains weight, and 
when she does, it’s the 
only thing that works for 
her,” said Greene, who has 
staked a good chunk of his 
professional reputation on 
his star client’s waistline. 

The more Winfrey’s 
weight becomes a topic 
of conversation— good 
or bad— the more atten- 
tion the news media pay to 
Greene. 

This phenomenon is not 
lost on him. 

“It’s a very positive thing for 
me,” he said, “and book sales 
aren’t suffering.” 

Lor one thing, Winfrey’s 
struggle with yo-yo dieting 
seems to endear her to her fans, 
who tend to empathize with her 
plight. Lor another, controversy 
seldom hurts an author’s sales. 
Winfrey has so far accepted the 
blame for her lapse, never suggest- 
ing the fault lies with Greene or his 
plan. Not everyone is so generous. 

Gunnar Peterson, a personal 
trainer who has worked with 
Jennifer Lopez, Penelope Cruz and 
Mike Tyson, said any time a client 
falls off the wagon, the fault lies with the trainer, because 
it is his or her job to formulate a plan that works for the 
client. “Great plan. Bob,” Peterson said. “In theory it’s a 
10, but guess what: It’s not working.”
